Crafty! 

Specialty brews making a mark in Chicago and beyond

When it was announced last week that Goose 
Island is being sold to Anheuser-Busch for 
$38.8 million, it set the blogosphere atwitter 
with concerns that a local beer apocalypse was 
brewing. 

For the burgeoning ranks of breweries and 
aficionados, the Chicago craft beer scene is a 
lot closer to the beginning than the end. 

With double-digit growth across the craft 
beer industry, several new entrants are opening 
for business, while established local favorites 
such as Half Acre, Three Floyds and Two Broth- 
ers are all furiously ramping up production in 
a seemingly futile effort to meet increasing de- 
mand. 

“We just can’t make enough beer,” said Ga- 
briel Magliaro, 32, a former magazine advertis- 
ing director who opened Half Acre Beer Co. in 
a converted North Lincoln Avenue warehouse 
in Chicago in 2008. “Our goal every week is just 
to try not to run out of beer.” 

A homegrown revolution that took root in 
the 1980s, the craft beer industry grew from a 
handful of pioneers to more than 1,750 brew- 
eries in 2010. Early leaders included Sierra 
Nevada, Samuel Adams and Anchor Brewing, 
which was sold last year to the Griffin Group, 
a private-equity firm. 

Leveraging local roots, flavorful, sometimes 


fanciful, products and quirky marketing, craft 
beer accounted for 5 percent of beer sales na- 
tionally in 2010. With mainstream sales flat, 
some analysts think that share could reach 20 
percent within the decade. 

“Graft: beer is kind of a rising tide right nov^” 
said Benj Steinman, president of Beer Marketer’s 
Insights. “It’s really in the sweet spot of where 
more consumers are going, and that seems to be 
toward the sort of innovation, flavor and variety 
that the craft brewers are epitomizing.” 

Craft beer sales came in at just under 10 
million barrels in 2010, an ii percent annual 
increase, while total U.S. beer sales were down 
I percent, to 203.5 milHon barrels, according to 
the Brewers Association. Some 30 percent of 
craft beer is sold on tap, three times the indus- 
try average. 

With a higher price point— most sell for 
about $9 per six-pack— craft beer revenue is 
relatively stronger, accounting for $7.6 billion 
out of $101 billion in total beer sales last year. 

Revenue is growing faster in Chicago, the 
nation’s seventh-largest craft beer market, with 
store sales up 22 percent last year, to about 
$22.5 million, according to the SymphonyIRI 
Group. The top two markets are in the Pacific 
Northwest— Portland, Ore., and Seattle— 
which account for 12 percent of craft beer sales 
nationally

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AFTER DETROIT DEBACLE, SHEEN BRINGS 
REVAMPED LIVE SHOW TO CHICAGO

Call it Charlie Sheen’s celebrity makeover. 

His live show Sunday in Chicago— one day after he was booed out of Detroit for 
a disjointed first performance there— was an overhaul, if nothing else. Instead of 
the exercise in hero worship from the night before, Sheen mostly sat and fielded 
an interviewer’s questions, bantering with the crowd, dropping the F-bomb and 
actually seeming to satisfy customers. 

This was “My Violent Torpedo of Truth/Defeat is Not an Option” Part 2. 

Before the show, as TV cameras and reporters swarmed the entrance, the mood 
was one of cautious optimism. Few who were interviewed held expectations any 
higher than being able to say they had been there for a potential public implosion. 

“I wanted to not go at all, then I read the review {of the Detroit show] this 
morning and it changed my mind,” said BillTermunde, 26, of Wicker Park. “I 
wanted to see this disaster.”

Termunde and a friend paid $15 for $35 
tickets outside the Chicago Theatre from 
someone who, they said, had made the oppo- 
site decision. 

Sheen was, in a sense, bulletproof “I’m not 
expecting him to do that well, or he wouldn’t 
be Charlie Sheen,” said Jenna Schaefer, a stu- 
dent at Eastern Illinois University from Gur- 
nee. 

Said her date, consultant Michael Mock: 
“I just want to pretty much see all the inter- 


views I’ve seen on TV in real life. Tell us what 
he’s done. Tell us about some 7-gram rocks {of 
cocaine}. It’s either gonna make history or it’s 
gonna be a great show” 

The show was different from Sheen’s debut 
in the Motor City Gone was the manifesto- 
type ranting. Gone was the raucous banging 
bass and the videos cobbled together from 
old movies and YouTube clips about Sheen. 

And gone, almost entirely were the boos 
for the embattled former “Two and a Half 


Men” star. 

People outside before the show said they 
didn’t expect magnificence. They just wanted 
to see and hear Sheen being more or less him- 
self, like in all those TV interviews he’s done 
since his life blew up this spring. 

That’s what they got— along with some 
news. Sheen said he would return to “Two 
and a Half Men,” which fired him after he 
viciously criticized creator Chuck Lorre. “If 
they say ‘Here’s your job back,’ I’ll go back to 


work,” he said. 

“I think it’s a great {bleeping} show,” he 
said, but his bosses weren’t so great: “They 
didn’t give a {bleep} that I was hammered for 
eight years ... money, ratings, money ratings.” 

He apologized to co-star Jon Cryer for hav- 
ing called him a troll: “I was wrong. Jon’s not a 
troll. Jon’s a {bleeping} rock star.” 

He also acknowledged being jealous of 
George Clooney and how his movies always 
seem to work, told at least a little bit of what

Lastly, he took on the Detroit de- 
bacle early and often. “I had the best 
[bleeping] time of my life,” he said at 
the end of the show, “unlike that death 
sentence that was Detroit.” 


HOW HE GOT HERE 

Sheen’s tour comes on the heels of a tabloid 
maelstrom during which he was hospitalized 
after trashing a New York hotel room and again 
after hosting what sounded like a marathon 
bender at his home. But through most of that, 
he continued to hold down his job as star of 
CBS’ “Two and a Half Men’’ just fine. It wasn’t 
until Sheen began insulting his employers, es- 
pecially the show’s creator. Chuck Lorre, that 
production was halted (in late February) and 
Sheen was fired (in early March).

CTA’s in a 
selling mood

Commuters soon may be able to 
drop off their dry-cleaning, conduct 
other business or just buy a cup of 
coffee right inside or next door to 
their “E’ stop. 

Sixty-six of the 137 concession 
spaces at CTA rail stations are va- 
cant, according to the transit agency 
But a campaign is beginning to up- 
grade the selection of offerings to 
commuters and boost CTA rental 
income by attracting new retail ten- 
ants, including national chains that 
would operate rail station stores in 
multiple stations, officials said. 

“For lease” signs are posted at 19 
CTA stations on the Red, Purple, 
Pink, Brown, Blue and Green lines.

3rd police officer 
relieved of powers 

Sex complaint surfaces during CPD investigation

A third Chicago police officer has been stripped 
of his police powers in connection with the in- 
vestigation of an alleged sexual assault by two 
other officers. 

The third Town Hall District officer, who 
wasn’t on duty Wednesday morning when the 
allegation was made, works in the same unit on 
the overnight “first watch” with the two others 
under criminal investigation for the incident, 
police sources said. 

A police source said the third officer had a 
previous complaint lodged against him in con- 
nection with an incident involving another 
woman one night when he was partnering with 
one of the other two accused officers. Details 
of that complaint weren’t available. 

“While these allegations are not criminal 
at this time or directly associated with {the 
Wednesday incident], the {third} officer has 
been relieved of his police powers and placed 


in an administrative assignment pending reso- 
lution of the allegation,” Chicago police said in 
an emailed statement Saturday 

A police source said at least one of the of- 
ficers being investigated in the Wednesday 
incident has had at least one other complaint 
lodged against him alleging sexual misconduct. 

No criminal charges have been filed against 
any of the officers. 

A 22-year-old woman told investigators she 
was near Addison Street and Sheffield Avenue 
early Wednesday when the two officers offered 
her a ride home. 

She told police she had sex with one officer 
in the car and, after playing strip poker in her 
Rogers Park apartment, had sex with an officer 
there. 

The woman later told investigators she was 
afraid to refuse. 

After she ran screaming out of the apart- 
ment, a neighbor called police.

Authorities are investigating the death of a 
3-year-old boy who fell from a children’s roller 
coaster at an indoor amusement park in Nor- 
ridge on Saturday night. 

About 7 p.m., the boy was riding a roller 
coaster at Go Bananas at 4516 N. Harlem Ave., 
Norridge Police Chief James Jobe said. 

He was seated near the front of a roller coast- 
er called the Python Pit with his twin brother 
when he managed to get underneath the safety 
bar, the chief said. The boy slipped out of the 
ride while it was in motion, fell between two 
cars and suffered head injuries, then fell a few 
feet to the floor. 

The boy was identified by authorities as Jay- 
son Dansby of the 15300 block of Evers Street 
in Dolton. He was dead on the scene, according 
to the Cook County medical examiner’s office. 

“He was a fun child. ... That child had more 
spirit and joy than anything in the world,” Jay- 


son’s great-uncle the Rev Carl Jones told re- 
porters. “I want to remember the joyous times, 
the love times, not the incident that took place. 
I need to remember what time I spent with this 
child.” 

There were no height requirements posted 
near the ride, but it is believed the boy met all 
the requirements for the ride, Jobe said. The 
ride is in an area separate from the other attrac- 
tions and its tracks pass through a darkened, 
enclosed section. The boy fell as the cars passed 
through that part of the ride, the chief said. 

A state inspector was at the amusement park 
Saturday night, but the incident appears to be 
“just a tragic accident,” Jobe said. 

Reached Sunday, the owner of the park said 
he opened Go Bananas about six years ago. 

“I just want to say how tragic this is and how 
bad I feel for the family” Jerrold Marks said. 
“We’re going to 100 percent cooperate with all 
the various authorities in the investigation.”

Southwest grounds 
planes after emergency 


Investigators found “widespread cracking” 
on the skin of a Southwest Airlines Boe- 
ing 737 that made an emergency landing 
in Arizona after a hole opened on top of 
the aircraft during flight Friday a National 
Transportation Safety Board member said 
Sunday 

A flight attendant sustained minor inju- 
ries when the hole opened and the cabin de- 
pressurized 1 8 minutes after the plane took 
off from Phoenix bound for Sacramento, 
Calif, NTSB member Robert Sumwalt said. 

The flight data recorder indicated the 
plane was cruising at 36,000 feet when it de- 
pressurized, but it dropped to 11,000 within 
four and a half minutes, Sumwalt said. 

The pilot initially planned to return to 
Phoenix to land, but after the flight atten- 
dants reported seeing blue sky through the 
jet’s roof he made an emergency landing at 


a military base in Yuma, Ariz., Sumwalt said. 

The initial inspection found “clear evi- 
dence that the skin separated at the lower 
rivet line” where “the skin comes together 
on the aircraft,” Sumwalt said. 

The cracking likely would not be visible 
during routine inspections, but could have 
been seen when the plane underwent ma- 
jor maintenance and was disassembled in 
March 2010, Sumwalt said. 

The hole that opened was 5 feet long and 
I foot wide, he said. 

Southwest mechanics planned to cut a 
9 -foot section from the plane Sunday so it 
could be shipped to the NTSB lab in Wash- 
ington for study Sumwalt said. 

Southwest grounded 79 of its planes for 
inspection for “aircraft skin fatigue” Satur- 
day but none of the findings were available 
Sunday Sumwalt said.

Growing up and out 


Snagging a seat 
at popular spots is 
about to get easier

T here’s no better time for a spruce-up than springtime, 
and a few bars and restaurants around town are doing 
just that. Whether face-lifts were needed because of 
pint-size kitchens, limited seating or just to shake things up, 
here’s a look at what changes to expect at five local spots.

ETA: In early May, just in time for its 
fifth anniversary 

FYI: High Dive is still open in its cur- 
rent space. It will close for a day or 
two before re-opening.

What to expect: The cafe will ex- 
pand next door, netting about 30 
more seats and adding a bigger bar 
to serve an amped-up coffee selec- 
tion. a few new wines and, for the 
first time, beer on tap. Lula also will 
expand seating on the outdoor patio 
and begin taking a limited number of 
reservations. 

ETA: June at the latest
